The new b ill is a second try b y 
Congress to work out an elec- 
y ear farm measure.

A main ob jection b y Eisenhower 
was that the measure would have 
junked the administration’s flexi­ 
b le price support sy stem. 
Ellender and Chairman Cooley 
(D-NC) of the House Agriculture 
Committee and its conferees re­ 
ported these agreements 
in the 
new ver.sion: 
1. A directive to the secretary 
of agriculture to sell up to five 
million b ales of government-held 
cotton on world markets In com 
petition with other cotton produc­ 
ing nations. 
2. A two-price program for rice 
that had b een opposed b y the ad­ 
ministration when it was manda­ 
tory . The new version allows the 
secretary to accept or reject b ut 
it also prevents him from cutting 
b ack rice 
acpcage eligib le for 
price .supports b elmv this y ear’s 
1,«.TO,000 acres for the next two 
y ears. 
3. Elimination of .soil b ank pay - 
menta or participation b y grazing 
lands and other field crops, such 
as potatoes, as voted b y the House. 
4. A two-y ear freeze on the 17,- 
400,000 acres of cotton eligib le for 
price supports for 1957 and 1958 
crops. Cotton allotments within in­ 
dividual states also could not b e 
decreased more than one per cent 
during the next twx) y ears. 
5. Elimination of Senate amend­ 
ments that would have permitted 
sale of up to 100 million b ushels 
of surplus wheat for low prices 
as live stock feed and also would 
haw permitted wheat farmers to 
grow without penalty all w'heat 
u.sed on their farms.

WASHINGTON ~ Some interesting ttunfi may 
happen in Texas today w!i« i Texas Dmiocraits, 
fresh from trouncing Gov. Allan Shivers, gather 
at their state conventiwi. 
Though their vote against Siiveri 
wm hailed 
as a vote of confidence for Sen. Lyndon Jdhn- 
•on. now Texas* favorite son, aetuiBy Uiere were 
some signihcant backstage factors that may 
cause ripples of dissent. Hi8t*e fPhy the astute 
Lyndon flew back to Texas. 
Real fact is that the Texas vote was more 
a victory for venerable Speaker Sam Rayhum, 
political patron saint of Texas, than rniyone dse. 
Sam had never wavered in his oppositioa to 
Shivers. Lyndon had. 
In 1951, at the Democratic oonventioe k OA- 
cago, Governor Shivers had given his word to 
Rayburn that, if give« a seat at the convention, 
he would support the Democratic ticket there 
chosen. It was the likable Lyndon who brou^dit 
his friend Allan to Raybuni’s 
ixkmh hi die 
Blackstone Hotel mid told Sam thait Allan could 
be trusted. 
Rayburn did trust Inm. Whereupon Shivers 
bolted the ticket, 
and carried Texas for 
Eisenhower. 
Sam Rayburn has never for^ven hhn tor 
that and never will. He. Rayburn, proceeded 
to stump the state of Texas for Stevenson, hi 
oppositioa to the man who had broken his word, 
while his young protege, the likable Lyndon, 
kept aloof. Lyndon mmie one radio broadcast 
over his wife’s radio station tor Stevenson. 
That was all. 
Meanwhile. Rayburn, aged 70, traveled dl 
over the state. Later he raised money at $10- 
a-plate dinners. Other loyd Democrats joined 
him, but not Lyndon. 
Secret Friends 
Lyndon and Shivers, meanwhile, remained 
friends. And wh« i the &)uthem Governors* Con­ 
ference met in Boca Raton in 1954, Shivers had 
a secret talk with his fellow Dixfecrat govw- 
nor, Jimmie Byrnes 
of Soutti Carolina, in 
Byrnes’s room in which he, ¡aiivers, proposed 
that the South support Johnson in 195« as its 
favorite son. 
Governor Byrnes's remition was brid and to 
the point. *‘An upstart and a whippersnapper” 
was what he called the Democratic leader of 
the Senate. 
Later, when Shivers came to Washington for 
the Governors’ Conference of 1954, it was his 
friend Johnson who arranged a breakfast for 
him with the Texas congressmen. It was cordial 
and congenial, except for one thing. Shivers 
made no headway with Speak« * Rayburn. 
Mr. Sam’s motto is: “If a man goes back 
on his word, never trust him again.” He would 
have nothing to do with Shivers. 
However, private meetings between Shivers 
and Johnson continued. 
The likable Lyndon 
believes in compromi.se. He likes to get along 
with people. When Johnson would come back 
to Texas. Shivers would slip out of the capital 
and go to visit Lyndon at his ranch « 5 miles 
out of Austin, They worked together on a lot 
of things, including the selection of Lt. Gov. 
Ben Ramsey, satellite of Brown & Root, as 
Democratic national committeeman.

At an April meeting at the Johnson ranch, 
Lyndoa sat down with the Rayburn loyaltists, 
toe Democratic advisory committee which had 
held the party together for three years, and 
made a bargain ae to vtoat would happ« i if the 
loyalists won. The following was agreed: 
1. Democratie party officers must sign a 
new pledge to support the party. Old officere 
wtio had not been loyal muet go. 
3. The Democratic caucuses of each congres­ 
sional district would pick its delegate to Cfai- 
eago without oikside interference or dictation. 
Siortly after the victory, however, it became 
evident that Johnson did not agree with what 
had previously been argued. 
First, his leaders demanded the r i^ t to veto 
any delegate not personally acceptable to him. 
In other words, toe pledge of outside interfer- 
enoe was thrown overboard. 
Second, his leaders want to retain s« ne of 
tiie old Shivercrats in key positions, though re­ 
quiring them to take a new pledge of loyalty. 
They also proposed Mrs. Lloyd Bentsen, wife 
of the ex-congressman, as Democratic national 
committeewoman, even toough she supported 
Eisenhower and thou^ her family arranged 
that famous $425,000 land-deal profit for Shivers 
in the Rio Grande Valley. Failing her. Lyndon is 
tor Mrs. Max Brooks, who also refused to sup­ 
port Stevenson. 
L3mdon also proposes his former assistant, 
John Connally. as Democratic national commit­ 
teeman. though Connally was one of the most 
brazen lobbyists in Washington for the natural 
gM bill. He worked with Elmer Patman of 
Superior Oil who financed the $2,500 offer to 
Senator Case. The fact that he was Johnson’s 
former assistant was one reason Johnson rushed 
in to kill any real investigation of the gas lobby. 
Sam Rayburn has such a deep affection for 
his protege Lyndon that he will stick with him 
through thick and thin. However, other Rajdjum 
loyalists don’t toel too happy as they gather 
in Dallas, 
They, and they alone, with no help from John- 
sonites, carried Harris County (the city of 
Houston' which has 15 per cent of the vote of 
Texas.

Not the chiefs of staff. They 
didn’t do it. They said so. They 
said they didn’t have any basic 
disagreements. Well, then, who 
wrote the documents? 
Wilson said they were the work 
of men lower in rank toan those 
around toe table.

Insects, Pa rticula rly Flies, 
End a ng er Huma n Hea lth

World Health Day this year was 
celebrated on April 7, with the 
theme “Destroy Disease-Carrying 
Insects.” 
I have delayed discussion of this 
important event and even more 
important objective because in­ 
sects dp not become a “biting” 
issue in most parts (rf North 
America until later in the season. 
It has been estimated that in 
actual body mass, insects in the 
world would out-weigh all mam­ 
mals including human beings. 
In seeking food, insects acquire 
infections and pass on to us, and 
to many animals, a host of dis­ 
eases including malaria, plague, 
sleeping sickness and yellow fe­ 
ver. 
Some insects spread such 
diseases as dysentery and cholera 
by carrying germs to our food 
or drink. 
In the campaign against dan­ 
gerous insects the World Health 
Organization, which is the medi­ 
cal arm of the United Nations, 
is extremely active. In North and 
South America this work is done 
by a regional branch called the 
Pan American Sanitary Bureau.

than » 0,000,000 people have been 
protected against malaria although 
370,000,000 still remain exposed. 
To get an idea of the immensity 
of this problem I shall use figures 
from the World Health Organiza­ 
tion. 
The world toll of malaria cases 
has been estimated at 300,000,000 
every year. The annual number 
of deaths is 3,000,000. 
The disease also cuts down agri­ 
cultural production and prevents 
the development of fertile land. 
When malaria can be overcome 
the economic rewards from better 
health are tremendous. 
F<w ex­ 
ample, Ceylon was able to bring 
under irrigation more than » 6 
square miles of previously unin­ 
habitable jungle and to establish 
91,000 landless people in 26 new 
colonization sch« nes. 
One important insect-bome dis­ 
ease is African sleeping sickness 
carried by the tsetse fly. In the 
territories afflicted millions (d peo­ 
ple are in danger. In Uganda, it

The tsetse fly and the African 
slewing sickness doubtless seem 
far removed to most readers. The 
ordinary house fly is a different 
matter. 
Thia pe^y insect seems to be 
always with us and plays a part 
in the spread of dysentery, sum­ 
mer or infant diarrhea, cholera, 
typhoid fever, trachoma (an eye 
disease), and may influence the 
spread of tuberculosis and polio­ 
myelitis. 
As disease spreaders flies are 
principally 
dangerous 
because 
germs cling to their legs and then 
fall off on food as they walk over 
it. 
Unfortunately house flies quick­ 
ly become resistant to DDT. How­ 
ever, their numbers can be re­ 
duced by improved hygiene and 
sanitary conditions. This involves 
lessening 
the 
opportunities 
for 
their breeding by cleaning up re­ 
fuse and waste matter of all kinds 
which is suitable for the deposit 
of eggs. 


.AH three bills vary only in the 
details of what should be done to 
help older citizens obtain adéquats 
housing. The abjective is to make 
it easier for elderly people to buy 
or rent bousing ate provide more 
low rent housing units for them. 
The Senate bill is considered 
the most liberal. It allows mort­ 
gage insurance up to 100 per cent 
of the value of the house ate 
makes insurance available to both 
private builders and non-profit or­ 
ganizations. 
A new feature included in the 
Senate bill allows friends or rela­ 
tives to make the required down 
payment on houses, contribute to­ 
ward the rent, or assist in meet­ 
ing e(juity requireiwnts. 
The Senate bill also authorizes 
15,000 low-rent public teusing units 
for elderly persons for each of 
fiw years, s;>ecially de.signcd for 
person® over 65. 
Single persons over 65 years of 
age would also qualify for federal 
insurance aids in hmising. 
What ever compromise is reach­ 
ed between the two bilk in the 
House and the Símate bill, the re­ 
sult will be more and less expen­ 
sive housing for the elderly. 
One member of the I’ouse Com­ 
mittee flatly stated the mail indi­ 
cates more public interest than 
any other issue before Congress. 
He ako predicts House and Sen­ 
ate will pass a bill with a sub­ 
stantial framework for carmg for 
the teusing needs of the .senior 
citizens of this country. In one 
O’Hara (D-Ill.) recehed a petition 
with 5,000 signatures.

many meetings were held with 
excellent cooperation. 
Councilman Woodrow Garrison, 
chairman of the street and alley 
committee, read the b udget re­ 
q uest of his department and point­ 
ed out that the salary structure 
and the money to b e placed at 
the 
department’s 
disposal 
was 
much larger than any previous 
y ear. “People want to know where 
the automob ile license, gasoline 
tax, and meter money goes. Well 
from the three we collect $135,000 
which is $4,09 5 less than our b ud 
get of $139 ,09 5,” Garrison said. 
Continuing, he said, “The total 
lab or b ill of the department is 
$76,9 00; materials and eq uipment 
total $49 ,035. The traffic depart­ 
ment, 
which comes under the 
street and alley department, costs 
$5,160. Traffic associates, signs, 
materials, 
supplies, 
and 
other 
items total $8,000, or a total for 
the additional department of $13, 
160. 
“The salary structure in this 
department is: engineer, $550; en­ 
gineer helper, $225; street super­ 
intendent, ^50; six drivers. $215; 
street sweeper driver, $220; two 
operators at $235, and two opera­ 
tors at $220; four lab orers at $210; 
mechanic, $225; summer lab or, if 
needed, $4,600; extra engineer’s 
service, if needed, $2,9 40; meter 
mechanic, meter inspectors (2), 
$245 per man. I only wish we 
had the money to pay them more,” 
Garrison concluded. 
He also req uested permission to 
purchase a front-end loader, which 


was referred for a rcsoIutioB to 
give the may or the right to enter 
into a contract for it. 
Garrison then introduced City 
Engineer E. V. Bishop, who gave 
the following statement on “Fu­ 
ture Policy of Street and Alley 
CkMnmittee regarding streets” ; 
1. City will not rock or oil any 
gravel streets. 
2. All streets req uiring major 
maintenance 
will 
b e 
scarified, 
graded and roiled as per the judg­ 
ment of the Engineering Depart­ 
ment. 
3. All complaints of lack of rock 
following the scarify ing and grad­ 
ing will b e req uested to present 
petitions for additional rock. Rock 
will b e placed under the 60 cent 
law. 
4 . All complaints on dust will 
b e handled in a similar manner. 
When 
complaints 
are 
received 
every effort will b e made to have 
the following explanation given to 
the property owners: 
(Correction of street prob lems 
can b e achieved in the following 
manner: 
1. The ideal is a concrete street 
with curb and gutter. 
2. The next b est is curb and 
gutter 9 -inch rock b ase, hot asphalt 
surface. 
3. Next b est is a rock b ase and 
seal-coated surface. 
4 . Next b est is the addition of 
rock to those streets deficient in 
b ase. 
5. 'The next b est is the oiling 
of the streets to lay the dust. 
(Items 4 and 5 to b e accomplished 
b y petetitions.) 
6. The remaining alternative is 
to leave the street in its present 
condition. 
The policy was signed b y the 
committee and city engineer. 
Councilman Dr. Ira White asked 
permission authorizing the South­ 
western Bell Telephone Co. to 
make necessary repairs on the 
radio tower b y placing new guy 
wires on it at a cost of $136 and 
to add a 12-foot length to the 
tower at a cost of $18. The latter 
proposal is in lieu of installing 
a 69-watt power b roadcast unit 
at a cost of $200 per month. The 
req uest was granted. 
He read a petition for lights 
on Plaza, Anderson, Stephenson. 
Southwest Blvd. and Wing Ave. 
in the Southwest Village Addition. 
It was referred to the Missouri 
Pub lic Service Co. 
Councilman C. L. Kelley then 
reported on the city b udget. He 
reported it i* the largest b udget 
the city has ever had in its his­ 
tory , and pointed out the street 
and alley department b udget is 
41 per cent more than in 1955-56; 
the pub lic park b udget 75 per cent 
greater than last y ear. He re­ 
ported a b udget raise for city em­ 
ploy ees which is, he said, "still 
far b elow the standards of cities 
of like size. The fire department, 
sanitary department, street lights 
and fire hy drants, and police de­ 
partment b udgets are nearly $18,- 
000 more than collected through 
property taxes and b ack taxes.” 
He moved the adoption of the 
b udget and it was unanimous. 
Councilman Harry Moore asked 
permission to b uy one car of sand 
at $100 and 55 gallons of b rush 
spray at $500. The req uest was 
granted.

A letter from L. W. Satorius

May or Julian H. Bagb y 
presented the name of W. D. 
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Smith as the memb er to take his 
place. The council unanimously 
approved the appointment,

q uist, chairman of the clean-up, 
paint-up, fix-up committee of the 
Chamb er of Commerce, was read 
thanking the city employ ees and 
city officials for their cooperation 
during thaf week. 
The req uest of Mrs. Mary E. 
Martin to transfer a liq uor-b y -the- 
drink license from 211 South Ohio 
to 2505 West Broadway was again 
refused 
b y the Council. Verril 
Martin, her husb and, appeared b€*- 
fore the Council and made the 
rcMjuest, pointing out the neces­ 
sary legal work had b een com­ 
plied with in accordance with the 
city ordinance. 
(Councilman C. L. Kelley moved 
it b e refused and it was seconded 
b y Councilman Aub rey Case. It 
was turned down on a voice vote. 
A resolution for curb and gut­ 
tering on Prospect from Tenth to 
20th was read and adopted. An 
ordinance was ordered drawn. 
An ordinance for construction 
and asking for b ids in Sewer Dis­ 
trict No. 125 was read for the 
first time. 
As the last item of b usiness 
.Monday night, the ordinance re- 
districting Sedalia wards and pre­ 
cincts was read for the first time. 
’The ward b oundaries will b e: 
First Ward—from the center of 
Broadway north to the city limits, 
the east b oundary b eing from the 
center of Moniteau to Clay , east 
to the center of Osage and north 
to the city limits. 
Second Ward—west b oundary is 
the same as the east b oundary of 
the First Ward and every thing 
east to the city limits; the south 
b oundary is down the center of 
Broadway east to the Missouri 
Pacific tracks. 
Third Ward—north b oundary is 
from the center line of Broadway 
running from the intersection of 
Kentucky east to the Missouri Pa­
